Windows of p onderosa p ine come 
in many ty p es and are su itable for 
all sty les of architectu re.

Closed, the window looks like a 
traditional dou ble-hu ng sty le, bu t 
it op ens like an awning window. 
Ease of cleaning is a featu re of 
all these windows of p onderosa 
p ine.

sty les are av ailable in models that 
lift ou t for easy washing inside the 
hou se. Awning , hop p er, and case­ 
ment sty les op en in su ch a way 
that both sides of the class can be 
cleaned from the inside. 


Awning . A p op u lar model for 
modern homes, the awning window 
op ens u p and ou t for fu ll v entil­ 
ation.

So many mu rky passages in the affairs of 
the International Brotherhood of Teamsters 
hav e been fou nd by the Senate rackets in­ 
v estigation since the last time James R. Hof- 
fa was on its carpet that the inv estigators 
hav e inv ited him to make a retu rn engage­ 
ment. 
The last time was Au gu st a y ear ago, when 
he was still v ice president of the u nion. He 
is president now. 
He and the Teamsters are doing bu siness 
u nder a board of monitors charged with re­ 
sponsibility for the u nion’s good 
co nduct. It 
is precedent-making situ ation. 
Ju dge F. Dickinson Letts, who appointed 
the board as part of the settlement of a chal­ 
lenge 
to Mr. Hoffa’s right 
to be 
the 
Teamsters president, ex plained it in a recent 
article written as a fav or to Victor Riesel. 
“The board is designed to be a defender of 
American democracy in the labor area,'* he 
said. He made these points: 
“The Teamsters Union is the largest in 
the world . . .Unhappily , some of those in 
high place hav e disregarded their du ties as 
fidu ciaries. It is no secret that all too often 
the rights of the workers hav e been disre­ 
garded and, indeed, ignored. As a resu lt of 
abu ses and reprisals, there is a general dis­ 


respect for the leaders. . . .Union bosses 
hav e ex erted control ov er the rank-and-file 
by resorting to abu ses, threats and intimi­ 
dation and so destroy ing the will of the 
workers as free men . . . Scandal and cor­ 
ru ption mu st be eliminated. Hopefu lly , it is 
believ ed that legislation will prov ide a reme­ 
dy for many of the ev ils bu t the best hope 
is that reforms may be accomplished which 
will retu rn to the workers the powers which 
are rightfu lly theirs to be ex ercised throu gh 
the processes of democratic principles.’* 
In short, Mr. Hoffa and his administration 
of the Teamsters Union are u nder u nrelent­ 
ing official scru tiny not only from die Senate 
rackets inv estigation bu t a board of monitors 
answerable to a federal ju dge. It will be in­ 
teresting to see if Mr. Hoffa again has to 
lose his memory 111 times in one day ’s ses­ 
sion to ev ade answers to qu estions and if 
his condu ct this time will be so irritating it 
will lead the chairman of the committee to 
make a 48 -item indictment of his condu ct. 
It is possible Mr. Hoffa has changed for 
the better u nder su perv ision, bu t when he 
retu rns to the witness stand a y ear after his 
memorable appearance last Au gu st it will 
not be su rprising if his memory still fails 
him. 


Congress Doesn't Always Know 


The qu estion is not likely to be answered 
in one lifetime, bu t an answer mu st be 
looked for in each generation: How can the 
intent of Congress be pinned down to a cer­ 
tainty in the administration of laws? 
A recent ev ent illu strates the problem that 
dou ded intent can create. 
When the U.S. Su preme Cou rt ru led that 
Passport Office, acted accordingly . She grant- 
applicant’s beliefs and associations and su g­ 
gested that only Congress cou ld giv e the 
State Department su ch arbitrary au thority , 
Miss Frances G. Knight, director of the 
Passport Office, actde accordingly . She grant­ 
ed a nu mber of passports that had been 
held u p. 


Thereu pon she was criticized by Rep.Fran­ 
cis E. Walter of Pennsy lv ania, who claimed 
that the Passporf Office shou ld hav e waited 
for Congress to pass new laws. 
In the first place, Miss Knight wou ld hav e 
been u nable to forsee what the new laws 
wqu ld say . In the second place, she wou ld 
hav e been u nable to u nderstand what the 
new laws were intended to say ; she wou ld 
hav e had to wait for the cou rts to decide— 
y ears later. 
The matter of interpretation 
is tackled in 
the Smith bill, approv ed by the Hou se of 
Representativ es last week. The bill deals with 
the specific qu estion of when a federal law 
pre-empts a state law in the same field. 
It wou ld au thorize Congress to declare when 
a law was passed that it pre-empted all state 
laws in the same field. In the absence of 
su ch a declaration, no cou rt thereafter cou ld 
ru le that a state law was inv alid becau se a 
federal law occu pied the same field. 
This is 
step in the right direction, al­ 
thou gh it is dou btfu l if the u ltimate destina­ 
tion of absolu ® clarity ev er will bereached. 
tion of absolu te clarity ev er will be reached, 
know what it intends to do when it passes 
a law and is perfectly content to let the 
U.S. Su preme Cou rt decide.

Summit Was Shot Before Birth 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The su m- 
nv t meeting, which now looks 
dead, was a mix ed-u p mess be­ 
fore it had a chance to start. This 
is an ex planation of how it was 
shot before it was born. 
Sov iet Premier Khru shchev on 
Ju ly 19 called for a su mmit meet 
ing to restore stability to the Mid­ 
dle East. This was after Ameri­ 
can and British troops mov ed in- 
t- oLebanon and Jordan at the re­ 
qu est of the heads of those gov ­ 
ernments. 
He called the American-British 
action a threat to world peace. 
He su ggested the United States, 
the Sov iet Union, Britain, France 
and India take part in the meet­ 
ing. The place? He proposed Ge­ 
nev a, Washington, any where. 
By thu s pu tting the Sov iet Un­ 
ion in the role of peacemaker, he 
gav e the Sov iets a propaganda 
adv antage. The West cou ldn’t ig­ 
nore it. 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan agreed to the meeting 
Ju ly 22 bu t su ggested it be held 
in the United Nations Secu rity 
Cou ncil in New York. And he 
made a v ery important point: 
He su ggested that the big pow­ 
ers shou ld not—as is u su al in the 
Cou ncil—v ote on 
the 
problems 
discu ssed, bu t rather that they try 
to reach agreement withou t v ot­ 
ing.

THE REAL ISSUE in the fu tu re 
is going to be how to protect small 
rations from the “indirect aggres­ 
sion” that threatens them. Moscow 
say s Britain and the United States, 
by landing troops in Jordan and 
Lebanon, are gu ilty of “aggres­ 
sion” bu t this is u st a smoke­ 
screen to div ert attention from the 
plots that hav e helped the Com­ 
mu nists to keep the Middle East 
tu rmoil for the last y ear. 
What the United States wou ld 
like to see is a fu ll and compre­ 
hensiv e disclosu re of the facts, and 
especially the cau ses of the prob­ 
lems that hav e emerged in the 
Middle East. 
As Secretary Du lles pu ts it, the 
world is in grav e danger of war 
today u nless “indirect aggression,” 
as now being practiced, can be 
checked. He say s that, if war is to 
be av oided, the Sov iet Union will 
hav e to agree that the su bject of 
“indirect aggression” and all prac­ 
tices designed “to foment civ il 
strife inside a cou ntry ” shall be 
brou ght u nder the ju risdiction of 
the United Nations. 
This is the paramou nt issu e that 
the United Staes will press for at­ 


tention at the forthcoming meet* 
ing of the Secu rity Cou ncil and at 
any su mmit conferences collateral 
thereto. For the United States is 
determined that no one nation 
shall set itself u p as the “protec­ 
tor” of any grou p of small nations. 
This, it is felt, is an international 
responsibility and 
s h 
o 
u 
l d 
v ested 
in the machinery of the United Na­ 
tions. 
In recent y ears the United States 
has ceased to maintain that it has 
sole responsibiliy for protecting 
the territorial integrity and politi­ 
cal independence of the nations 
o f 
this hemisphere and has agreed to 
share it with the organization 
o f 
American states. 
Some arrangement that does 
away with the dominance of any 
single power in the Middle East is 
what may be ex pected to emerge 
if the Sov iets are sincerely anx iou s 
to preserv e peace in the area. 


THE SOVIETS, on the o ther 
hand, hav e nev er giv en ev idence 
of either sincerity or honesty in 
their international relations. They 
giv e lip serv ice to agreements and 
then clandestinely v iolate them. 
The most flagrant ex ample today 
is in the Far East, where the So­ 
v iets and their Red China stooge 
hav e refu sed to agree that the 
United Nations appoint a commis­ 
sion to settle the Korean dispu te. 
A top-lev el conference at Genev a 
in 1954 was fu tile. There denu ncia­ 
tions of the U.N. were u ttered by 
the Commu nists and no progress 
has been made since abou t giv ing 
to the Koreans the political inde­ 
pendence they deserv e. 
The Commu nist troops not only 
occu py North Korea fiv e y ears 
after the tru ce was made bu t hav e 
wai planes there in v iolation of 
the armistice prov isions. 
The world apparently needs more 
proof of Sov iet hy pocrisy . Another 
su mmit conference will certainly 
fu rnish it. There is alwasy heard 
the cliche that it does no harm to 
talk to the Ru ssians and that “at 
leas we shall know where we 
stand.” 
One wonders how long the free 
nations are going to make paper 
agreements that the Sov iets ignore 
bu t which tie the hands o f free 
nations. 
More troops, therefore, shou ld be 
sent to the Middle East — this 
time by the United Nations — to 
prev ent the Commu nists and their 
main agent, Nasser, from continu ­ 
ing to stir u p trou ble in the Arab 
cou ntries generally 
a n d 
thus 
threatening the peace of the world. 
Ifs the only practical way now to 
chpek “indirect aggression” an 4 
av oid a big war.

And profits of 
the food indu stry are 6 per cent 
higher than a y ear ago. 
The u tility companies lose some 
sales to indu stry when plants shu t 
down or shorten work weeks. Bu t 
the consu mer goes right on u sing 
as mu ch or more power in his 
home. 
It is a rare person indeed who 
has tu rned off the refrigerator, or 
freezer, or 
fu rnace, or 
had his 
phone taken ou t. And New Yok’s 
long ho+ and mu ggy spell has sent 
its power consu mption tc a record 
high becau se of the increased u se 
of air <*>nditioners. 
The u tility indu stry reports prof­ 
its ru nning 4 per cent ov er a y ear 
ago. It had larger y ear to y ear

Dow Finsterwald Could 
Be Another Ben Hogan

The early careers of Dow Fin- 
sterwald 
and 
Ben 
Hogan 
are 
strangely parallel. And let me be 
first to predict that the business­ 
man golfer out of Athens, O. could 
be another Hogan. 
Finsterwald has one tremendous 
advantage. He has just won his 
first major national championship, 
the PGA, six years sooner than 
Hogan prevailed in the 
s a m e 
event. Few people realize that Ho­ 
gan compiled his truly fabulous 
record — in the PGA, Masters 
and the United States and British 
Opjns — after he was 34 years of 
age. The way golfers develop these 
days, Finsterwald, at 28, is just 
ready to strike. 
Finsterwald is about Hog a n’s 
height and weight and has the 
same wiry build. Nex t to Hogan, 
no player has been more dedicat­ 
ed to the game or worked at it 
harder. Dow has Ben’s dead pan, 
and while not unsociable and with­ 
out a sense of quiet humor, has 
time only for those deeply inter­ 
ested in golf. 
Again like the winningest Irish­ 
man ever to come out of Dublin, 
Tex ., Dow is a bit of a loner. He 
goes to dinner alone, in the midst 
of a tournament and while sur 
rounded by thousands of admirers. 
Hogan hit the tournament trai 
with a splash by winning th r e e 
straight tournaments in 1940, when 
he won the Vardon trophy and was 
the leading money winner. Fins 
terwald attracted attention as a 
peagreen, too, playing while mem­ 
ber of the Air Force from 1952 to 
’54.
